VIRUSES 
from LAN Magazine 


Viruses are the newest securi- 
ty threat on Local Area Networks 
(LANs). A virus, also called a 

Trojan horse’, is a smal) pro- 
gram that invisibly works its way 
into a coaputer’s operating sys- 
tem, causing any of a nuaber of 
haraful side effects, especially 
to disks. Viruses are wsually 
"attached’ to a prograa, often 
one retrieved from a public bulle- 
tin board (or copied froa your 
friend’s diskette -ed). Viruses 
work in a variety of ways. One 
Species waits until you use any 
of the Interrupt Request Lines 
(IRQS), such as when you call on 
COMNAND.COM. Then the virus 
automatically examines what disks 
are on the systea and whether 
they have COMMAND.COHM. If the 
virus finds another COMMAND.COH, 
it algrates to it. 

Suppose a program on bee 
fa 4a disk has a virus, you have 
a hard disk machine and you are 
on the LAN. The virus copies 
itself first to your hard disk’s 
COHMAND.COM and then to the file- 
server's COMMAND.COM. At the 
Same time the virus sets up a 
counter. When the counter reach- 
es a specific number, it will exe- 
cute a deadly command, like delet- 
Ing all your files and able t out 
your File Allocation Table (FAT) 
and boot sector. Since you are 
on a LAN, it has already trans- 
ferred itself to the server. The 
same drastic command will take 
cone the server, and the whole
